Testing the ears of school children 


should be done as a matter of routine 
In a physical examination as eye test- 
ing now is. Perhaps in time testing 
the ears with an audiometer for the 
light such testing may throw on the 
diagnosis of some systemic condition 
may be done just as diagnosticians 
now examine the back of the eye 
with a retinoscope for the same pur- 
pose. 


The audiometer should be used to 


discover what kind of a hearing de- 
vice is suited to a given case. One 
kind of a device may prove satisfac- 
tory in one case of deafness and 
wholly unsatisfactory in another. 


A large part of the hard of hear- 


ing group of people acquired Their 
deafness very slowly. 
While the in- 


firmity may be due to throat condi- 
tions present during childhood, the 
ear trouble evidence does not mani- 
fest itself until middle life. 
It may- 


be too late to learn lip reading. There 
is a period of years during which the 
individual is partly deaf, but in which 
he hopes to escape the need of lip 
reading.

deafness is a great handicap, causes 
much ineffciency. and for it but little
